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DEFINITIONS 

SPECIMEN; An archival printing sample of a finished item, such as a stock certificate, banknote or stamp that is printed usually with 
"QOOOOQ" serial numbers and may have "Specimen" overprinted on it and be punch canceled to invalidate it and prevent its use surrepti¬ 
tiously. Specimens were kept for a number of reasons* though usually as samples to give out to prospective customers to give them an 
idea of the type and quality of the work that the printing company was capable of doing. Usually specimens were printed In limited 
amounts at the beginning of a printing run to evaluate the quality of the printing work and color combinations at an early stage, rather 
than have an entire production run rejected due to some minor flaw that was not found until after the printing was completed.A 
specimen is similar to the final product, printed on the same paper and in the same colon 

COLOR TRIAL SPECIMENS: Sometimes specimens would be printed in numerous color combinations not used on the final note 
for evaluation before a final printing.These are usually extremely rare. 

PROOF: An initial pull or impression from a plate or die for evaluation of text, vignette, engraving, and esthetic appeal and to check for 
any errors or faults. These were usually printed on India paper mounted on card or printed on some form of paper or light card The 
amount of proofs printed is usually extremely small and usually number only a handful. Proofs allowed the printing company to evaluate 
the quality of the item being printed without having to go to the expense of making final plates and finding out small errors that could 
have been repaired at an earlier stage. Usually, proofs are single impressions of banknotes, stamps, vignettes, etc. Anything that was made 
into a plate, such as a sheet of 100 stamps could have had proof impressions taken from it.These would be called plate proofs (for 
multiple images) versus die proofs (usually of a single or small amount of images). 

C OLOR TRIAL PROOF: A proof printed in a color other than the issued color. 

ESSAY SPECIMEN or PROOF: A proposed design that was not used but may be similar or even totally different to a final approved 
design. An artist, engraver or company may have proposed a number of different designs and color combinations to a client for his 
approval, if a design is rejected and never used, it could be called an essay. 

PRODUCTION MATERIAL: - Material found in files used in the production of security printed documents, banknotes, stamps and 
such. It may include correspondence, photographs, artwork, and signature samples, samples of other printed items that are marked up 
with corrections as well as proofs, specimens, essays* models, mockups and issued final items, 

MODEL: A proposed or final design that may Include original artwork, pieces of design elements such as borders* titles* vignettes, cor¬ 
porate seals, undertints and possibly portions of photographs. Before an engraved item was made, a design had to be decided on.This 
portion of the design process allowed for the artistic skills of the engraver or design department to be exhibited. Before the 1 ’ digital age", 
banknote engravers and designers would cut up portions of other engraved items and re-apply them in a different form or design to 
come up with a unique new stamp, banknote or certificate. Often, all new engravings or ^vignettes" of people or scenes would be 
engraved first to include in the new "work of art", and other times, portions of different completed items would be "borrowed" to use on 
a newly designed item. All models are rare and almost all of them are unique.

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The Chinese Gallery of the Allen Berk Banknote Col¬ 
lection is the result of over 40 years of collecting by 
one of the most avid, knowledgeable collectors of 
foreign bank notes - a true visionary. Bom in Detroit, 
Michigan; raised in Cincinnati, Ohio; long-time 
resident of New York City, Allen Berk’s career was as a 
professional drummer with his own ensemble, The 
Allen Berk Orchestra. Berk was a natural and his skill 
as a musician is what ultimately introduced him to 
foreign currencies. 

Starting in the early 1960’s working on international 
cruise lines, Berk had the opportunity to be exposed to 
foreign currency on a regular basis. He began by visiting small dealers and local banks on 
each of his trips, buying silver coins in excellent condition. The face value of these coins was 
a fraction of their collectible value. He got the “collecting" bug, grew his collection, and to this 
day is a long time and active member of several national and local numismatic associations. 



Being an artist himself, he was attracted to the diverse creativity of international banknotes 
and started collecting rare banknotes. Interest in Chinese notes began 1972, when a dealer 
gave Berk a well-worn copy of the Smith & Matravers catalogue, Chinese Bank Notes 
(1970). He poured through its pages and, with extensive research and study, what had been 
mysterious and inscrutable began to be revealed. The more he learned, the more the world 
of Chinese notes captured his imagination. Although only part of the Berk Collection is con¬ 
tained in the Chinese Gallery, it is the most varied and valuable part of that collection. Berk 
collects because he finds the notes fascinating-the beauty of the art and the color of the 
inks; the craftsmanship of the engraving and printing; and the history, politics and messages 
they tell of their countries-all attributes of the Chinese Gallery. 

Berk, at times, has been referred to as a different drummer. For over 47 years, he has 
embraced a very practical form of Buddhism which has benefitted every aspect of his life. He 
is an active member of Soka Gakkai International-USA and is dedicated to helping other 
people find their personal happiness and maximizing the potential in their lives. He finds 
artistry in sports as well as in bank notes and, even at 83 years young, he has a continuing 
seeking spirit. 

While not a collector herself, Marylou, Berk’s spouse and partner of 38 years, is a successful 
business woman who has been instrumental in Berk’s collecting by impressing him with her 
simple but sound investment advice: “buy quality.” With Marylou’s counsel and Allen’s eye, 
the Berk collection is a valuable and distinguished assemblage of beauty. 

A renowned dealer says of Berk: “Allen has a great eye for bank notes. He’s knowledgeable, 
and he’s always trying to get the best deal, but he only wants good quality and loves his 
notes.”
